Allied Auxiliaries and Institutions— With the coming of all these 
new and added responsibilities the church must see kto provide for all, 
and can oniy do so when she undertakes to provide for all along those 
lines and in those things which are best suited to help her in the work. 
Thus the Christian Church must provile recreation centers, parish 
houses, "Ys," huts, Christian auxiliaries and similar Christian institu- 
tions, which shall seek and help to care for the morale and standing 
of her young folks within her borders;- . 

— Rural and City Activities— Economic, sanitary housing and health 
conditions as they are now makes it imeprative tha£ certain readjust- 
ments be made, both in rural and city life, so as to distribute and 
equalize the population, as well as make the people prosperous, happy 
and religious. Country life must be made attractive and inviting. The 
church as a community center, if properly organized and operated, can 
do this. The Christian religion is life, and where there is life folks 
will go. The puttng of real life into the country church will- solve the 
rural problem fohthwith. Every sensible argument for such a course 
is on the side of the country. Room, light, air, good water, healthy 
exercise, whether indoors or out, are the surest adjuncts to good health, 
contentment and ^Christian service. City life must be carefully con- 
sidered and guarded likewise. Old and unsanitary tenement houses, 
lack of playgrounds, the filth and dirt of the streets, alm,ost within 
One's door, creates channels for ill health, low morals and the spreading 
diseases, which, if allowed to run unchecked, wlill prove disastrous, 
and it is to the Christian Church, regardless c£ denomination, to seek 
to apply this remedy and bring about such conditions, through the en- 
actment of adequate laws and proper training in these things, as will 
help those hindered to see and know that the church cares for them 
and holds out to< them relief from these conditions. 

Sabbath Observanc!©— "Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy," 
is yet in the Bible, and is God's day and belongs to Him. To not use 
it as His is robbing God as truly as we take anything else from our 
fellow-men.

The Methodist Book Concern was organized in John Street Church, 
New York, ill May, 1789. It was a continuation pf John Wesley's plan 
for providing religious literature for members of his classes. 

John Dickens, was the first "book steward" and devoted his own 
savings of 120 pounds as a working capital. 

The. first Methodist book room was at 43 Fourth Street, between 
Race and Arch Street, Philadelphia. 



In 1804 the Book Concern was removed to New York, with assets of 
$27,000. 

In 1820 a branch <f in the West" was established in Cincinnatti, in 
a fifteen by twenty-foot room at Elm and Fifth Street. 

In 1889, the centenary of the Book Concern, the building at 150 
Fifth Avenue, New York City, was dedicated. 

The Methodist Book Concern now has depositories at Chicago, Pitts- 
burg, San Francisco, Kansas City, Detroit and Boston, and a sale room 
at Portland, Oregon, and let us hope that we will soon be able to 
have one at New Orleans, La. 

Its Sunday School publications have the largest circulation of any. 

Its book lists are an evidence of the breadth and high character of 
the reading demanded by its Methodist constituency. 

The Methodist Book Concern is the oldest publishing house in the 
United States, and the largest religious publishing house in the world. 

Created to spread Christian literature throughout the United States, 
its field now includes the entire world. - 

It is <me of the oldest, largest and most beneficient of the institu- 
tions of Methodism. 



Its proceeds are distributed among the annual conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church for the retired ministers, which in the 
last quadrennium exceeded $1,000,000. -

By virtue of my retired relation in this Conference there are tho,se 
who, through ignorance, have questioned my rights as a member of

io^q??"^ A ri o St fe Ca ™P h< * r d i ed at Orange, New Jersey, December 
August 6, 1865? Jefferson Parish, Louisiana, 

His mother had several children and after the death of his father th« 
mother had to provide the support of the children as no^e of ^hem 
wereold enough to contribute to their support. 

Reverend Stephen Priestly, the pastor of this blessed woman had 
only one child, a son by his first wife, from who he was seTaTated by 
the rebels and carried to Texas during the war of the rebellion. 
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After peace was declared he returned to Louisiana and sought his 
wife and child; he fecund them— but she was the wife of another man, 
for while he was away and separated from her, she thought he had 
been killed in battle, so she married the other man and had trained 
his son, who was about twelve years old, in the Roman Catholic 
faith. Reverend Stephen Priestly desired to educate his soh, who 
was then living with his mother in the Parish of St James, so he in- 
fluenced his son's mother to permit the boy to live with him so the 
boy might attend schoofl in New Orleans. The boy came and began 
his school life with his father. In the meantinme the father wanted 
his son to attend his church sometimes, but the boy refused to attend 
his father's church willingly because, he said, it was in violation of 
the rules of the Roman Catholic Church for its members to attend the 
Protestant Church. His father gave him his choice to attend his 
church some times or return to his mother in St. James arish. 

The boy choose to return to his mother in St. James Parish. 

The Reverend asked this boy, Alex, if he would like to live with him 
and he said yes. So he asked his mother to give him Alexander and 
the mother gave him to her pastor, as he needed a boy around his 
home, and thusAlexander Camphor became Alexander Priestly Cam- 
pnor. 

The boy attended a private school I taught one session; and then at- 
tended Leland University two or more sessions, and later matricu- 
lated in the New Orleans University, which was located on the cor- 
ner of Camp and Race Streets, which was about five miles from where 
he lived. Many mornings he would walk that distance and walk iback 
in the afternoon. 

He graduated from the New Orleans University, where it is now 
located in 1889, and became professor of Mathematics for four years, 
graduated in 1895. He was pastor at Germantown, Pennsylvania, and 
Orange, New Jersey. In December of 1896 he and his good wife 
were appointed in charge of the college in Liberia, on the west coast 
of Africa, where he gave nearly twelve years of consecrated service 
in the rede 



lemption ol Africa. 



He returned to America and became thePresident of Central Ala- 
bama College. 

In May of 1916 the Church was looking for a man to succeed 
Bishop I. B. Scott to Africa and the General Conference which was 
then in session in Saratoga Springs, New York, elected him a 
Missionary Bishop for Africa, where he gave his whole life in con- 



Coming to America in the first half of last year to give service in 
the Centenary Drive, that he might have a hand in raising money to be 
used in the evangelization of Africa, which had entered fully into his 
thought and life. 

(Bishop Camphor was studious, honest, modest and chaste during his 
whole life. He never indulged in vulgar conversation. 

Bishop Hartzell, his true and tried friend, was sent by the Board of 
Foreign Missions to visit and console him in his great afflictions 5 . 
Among some of the last things he said was in a letter to the Board as 
follows: 

"I am melted to tears by the great courtesy you have shown me by 
sending my old, true friend, Bishop Hartzell, on an errand to bear me 
your heartfelt sympathy and greetings in my present illness. It is true 
that I have been ill for several weeks, but the Lord has been and is 
with me now. I have a consciusness of the indwelling of the Holy 
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Spirit and though I am very weak physically I am strong spiritually, 
al ¥* J* ave P Jeasure joy in communion with Jesus, my Savior. 
_ ~~ "The^Twenty^ days of my phy- 

sical weakness and exhaustion, for I am now one of God's weak lambs 
that must be carried in His arms." 

Hrwrote a letter to his mother,un whrch he said r^"If I am TOt re- 
stored back to health, so I can return* to my work in Africa, and the 
end comes to me in America, I desire that my Body be brought to Wil- 
liam Chapel, New Orleans, and the Sunday School children sing Sun- 
day School hymns and each child lay a rose on my grave/' 

His sun went down while it was yet day, and Alexander Priestly 
Camphor is not, for God took him.
